And it is not too strong a 
police force, that we have cause to fear, but a 
weak police force whose hands are tied by laws 
that protect the criminal.

Bids were" opened for the 
new county building complex 
last week and Building Com- 
mission Chairman August 
Cepon has indicated he is 
satisfied with most of them. 

Because of the long delay 
between the original bids and 
the most recent opening it 
had been estimated that the 
cost of the building would be 
increased as much as $300,- 
000 or more, but actually the 
bids were well below that fig- 
ure.

The 1065 modified and 
sportsmen stock car rules and 
^regulations governing the 
building and running of the 
two types of cars on local 
area tracks have just come 
off the presses and are now 
ready' for distribution accord 
ing to Midwest Speedways, 
Inc., publishers of the 20 
page booklet. 

The rules apply to cars 
competing at 'Hales Corners, 
State Fair Park and Cedar 
burg Speedways, promoted 
by Midwest Speedways, Inc.. 
and John Katshian, and at 
tho Slingcr Speedway, pro 
iriotcd by Holland llcdcr and 
the Beaver Dam Raceway, op 
orated by Hal Woods. The 
five tracks, together with the 
Milwaukee Stock Car. Racing 
Association, headed by Fritcst 
(Fuzzy) Fassbendcr, Jr., were 
responsible for drawing up 
the rules. 

Basically, the rules remain 
the same this year with a few 
added improvements to fur- 
ther stress the safety aspect 
of the cars. Frames must 
have a cross member under 
the scat to prevent the drive 
shaft from bursting Ihrouqh 
tho floorboards and hitting 
the driver. A guard beneath 
the shaft is also necessary to 
catch a broken shaft before 
it hits tltc ground, digs in 
and causes a rollover type

Fuel tanks will not he at

year. They must be en 
closed within the body and 
hidden from view. Addition 
ally, as in the past, they must 
be in tiie rear of I he ear and 
must be protected with a full 
solid firewall between the 
tank and the driver. 

Aluminum hubs, which in 
many cases last year had 
proved to be inadequate, are 
not recommended for use this 
season. All wheel inserts 
should be reinforced aud all 
belts have to be doubly se- 
cured. 

Sportsmen rules remain the 
same with the only addition 
being that the right rear 
wheel, as well as the right 
front, must be .reinforced 
this season. 

To improve on the racing 
program itself; double file 
(or tandem) restarts will he 
experimented willi this year 
when restarts are made ne- 
cessary because of track ac- 
cidents. Tins is designed to 
keep the field more closelv 
hunched aud to provide tuns 
with more eompetitive action.

The recom- 
mendation asks that modified 
cars revert to a dual exhaust 
systems in order to lessen tiie 
high pitched "screaming" 
noise being generated by the 
powerful engines.
